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Palestinian dissident asks for moderation 
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Civil disobedience and media

Fear isthcmainobstacicto peace 
in the Middle East, said Palestinian 
dissident Dr Muburak Awad in a 
lecture at Concordia University on 
Tuesday. Awad proposes increased 
empathy between Israelis and Ar- 
abs and a program of non-violent 
action to alleviate tensions stem- 
ming from Israers21-year occupa- 
tion of the West Bank and Gaza. 

Awad, a professor of psychol- 
ogy who studied tactics of 
non-violent protest with followers 
of Gandhi in India, opened the Pal- 
estinian Centre for the Study of 
Non-violence in Jerusalem in 1985. 
But in June 1988, Awad was ar- 
rested and became one of many 



Palestinians expelled from Israel 
for political reasons. The U.S. State 
Departmcntvigorously protested his 
deportation. 

Before an audience of 200 at 
Concordia, Awad argued that vio- 
lence and chauvinism are products 
of fear and desperation. For many 
Palestinians, “the enemies are not 
the Israelis but fear," he said. 

According to Awad, peace will 
be achieved in the Middle East by 
bringing together Israelis and Ar- 
abs, preaching non-violence, toler- 
ance and moderation. 

“Think of a world beyond kill- 
ing. beyond hatred. We have to liave 
peace because we are human and 
we have hope. We have no choice 
but to move forward — towards jus- 



tice and peace,” Awad said. 

He challenged leaders in Israel 
and the United Stales to accept a 
conciliatory and moderate position 
towards Palestinians. 

At a recent Algiers meeting, the 
executive National Council of the 
PLO supported this spirit of mod- 
eration in its recognition of UN 
resolutions 242 and 338 which guar- 
antee the rights of all states in the 
Middle East to live in peace within 
secure borders, a move which im- 
plicitly recognizes Isracrs right to 
security. The PLO also renounced 
terrorism in mostforms, expressing 
preference for a political solution, 
and declared a I^lestinian state in 
the occupied territories. 

This increasing moderation has 



met with mixed reactions. The^ 
Mohiréal Gazelle reported that,* 
while 23 nations including the 
European Community have en- 
dorsed the Algiers declaration, the 
U.S. has been wary of the PLO 
move. 

Israeli Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Alon Liel dismissed the move 
as evidence of continued “adher- 
ence to extreme positions.” Israeli 
Montréal Consulate press attaché 
Annie Myara called the declaration 
“double talk” and “a public rela- 
tions ploy.” 

Acconding to Awad, fexeign 
intervention, particularly by the 
U.S., has only exacerbated the 
conflict “All the American money 
and military might cannot bring 
peace. Only the Palestinians and 
Israelis working together in har- 
mony can bring peace,” he said. 

Awad was optimistic about the 
possibility of peace in the Middle 
East "Non-violence is talking to 
the other side,” he said of his many 
talks with prominent Jews and vis- 
its to synagogues. 

“When we think of justice we do 
not think of justice for only our- 



selves. We also have to think of 
justice for the Israelis. This is part 
of a new mentality that is emerging 
in the Middle East,” he said. 

Awad expressed some sympa- 
thy for Israeli security fears which 
many use to justify the continued 
occupation of the Palestinian terri- 
tories. “A future war in the region 
would be far more destructive than 
previous wars because of newer 
weapons,” he said. 

According to Awad, the violence 
of some fundamentalist Arabs is 
unacceptable. Instead, civil disobe- 
dience shows Israelis moderation 
and serves as a unifying force for 
Palestinians, he said. 

Another obstacle to peace is Is- 
rael’s violence, which has left 314 
Arabsdeadandover? OOOwounded 
in the last 1 1 months. Awad specu- 
lated thatmanyJews"are very much 
afraid of their past, but also of the 
future.” 

“Israel is like a child beaten all 
his life by his father. When he grows 
up, he will beat his kids," Awad 
said. “But this can be gradually 
changed. We are the only hope for 
the Israelis.”

L awyer and professor Ju- 
lius Grey spoke in defence 
of all acts of civil disobe 
dience last nightat the Yellowdoor, 
in honour of the Toronto Economic 
Summitprotestorsstanding trial this 
week for “trespassing” at their own 
university last summer. 

University of Toronto students’ 
“tent city” is one of few acts of civil 
protest to get media coverage. Last 
week’s Québec student strike is an- 
other. Université du Québec à 
Montréal’s Association of Arts, 
Literature and Social Science 
(AGEUCAM) students went to 
court yesterday for disobeying an 
injunction making it illegal to pro- 
test within 300 feet of their univer- 
sity.. 

Two days ago SSMU passed a 
motion U) contribute $800 to AGEU- 
CAM’s legal fees, and ASUS will 
contribute a further $200, even 
though McGill students, tlvough 



apathy or ignorance, voted against 
participation in the strike. 

Students of McGill University, 
as represented by SSMU, are sup- 
porting the act of civil disobedience 
itself, though they did not wish to 
join the province-wide protest. 

Julius Grey, while not address- 
ing the issue of Québec loans and 
bursaries, spoke of the act of protest 
as every person’s inalienable and 
fundamental right He called this 
right “the most important of the 
check’s and balances that exist in 
any liberal democracy.” 

“Some will say if you go out to 
purposely break the law you should 
have to take the consequences. I 
think the law should say ‘not guilty’ 
by reason of legitimate and limited 
civil protest,” said Grey. 

Grey drew on John Rawls’s dis- 
tinction between conscientious re- 
fusal and civil disobedience to 
support his argumenL 

“Just because a law is passed by 
a majority of citizens doesn’t mean 
you have to agree with it,” said 



Grey. 

“For example I regard the out- 
come of the recent Israeli election 
as a majority vote for racism.” 

Grey defined conscientious re- 
fu^ as disobeying “a law towards 
drivers, he recently rcprcsentcu a 
man in court who refused to pay 
yearsofaccumulated speeding fines. 
Grey believes that if this man found 
speeding laws objectionable, he had 
every right to protest them. 

The man was sentenced to two 
and a half years in jail for disobey- 
ing the law. 

“Belief in natural law as beyond 
the moral borderlines which man 
made laws deflne is safer than a 
theory of blind obedience,” said 
Grey. 

“Civil disobedience can be inter- 
preted as the people’s expression, 
an essential part of the law, a safety 
valve that says ‘this is the limit’. It’s 
just another form of the system of 
which I have a moral objection, 
refusing to obey a law you arc told 
to obey.” 

“For example, I totally disagree 



with Bill 101, it’s ridiculous. Not 
that I think it’s particularly immoral, 
but useless. It gets immoral when it 
starts hindering freedom of expres- 
sion. 

“Its provisions hindering free- 
dom of expression in Québec are 
morally iniquitous, butidon’tbreak 
windows over it I don’t go out of 
my way to break [the law], but I do 
not obey it. This law does not exist 
as far as I’m concerned.” 

But in some cases the simple act 
of conscientious refusal is breaking 
the law, for example, if someone 
chose to ‘disregard’ federal income 
tax laws. 

“The simplest form of civil dis- 
obedience is disagreement,” says 
Grey. The distinction between an 
act of conscience and civil disobe- 
dience “is how strongly you dis- 
agree, and so how strongly you 
choose to protesL” 

G rey believes the legal sys- 
tem should use its ability 
to exercise jurisprudence 
to reinforce the rights of the indi- 
vidual over the collective. 



He justified breaking positive 
law— or state laws— because a 
higher law exists, a natural— or 
moral— law. “Positivism is fash- 
ionable today, a belief that all bind- 
ing laws are those made by govern- 
ments. But the limit to positive law 
is the natural law, which will pre- 
vail over positive law. I will obey 
the natural law even if I withdraw 
all recognition of positive laws. 

“One is never exempt from natu- 
ral laws, fundamental things always 
hold, whether you’re a fascist, a 
libcral,aconservative,oracommu- 
nisL 

“Positive laws are only an ex- 
pression of what a legislator thinks 
is best in certain circumstances. But 
no onecan foresecall circumstances. 
And anyone can imagination a siui- 
ation where a law would have to be 
broken." 

For this reason, natural laws 
transcend laws of state and culture. 
Grey believes in the individual’s 
discretion. 

Although Grey personally has 
no objection to speeding laws for 
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Fundraising for Tibet 

In 1950, Chinese 'People’s Liberation Anny’ troops invaded the 
independant Himalayan nation of TibcL Since then, over one million 
Tibetans have perished as a result of the occupation, and many more are 
held today in Chinese prisons. Once a flourishing civilization with a 
history dating back over 2000 years, the future of the Tibetan people and 
their rich culture are now in serious jeopardy. Over 1 00 000 Tibetans have 
fledTibet and now live in exile, and more than 6000 monesiaries have been 
destroyed. Tibet’s unique environment is now home to Chinese nuclear 
waste. Referring to the siuiation in Tibet, Alexander Solzenitsyn said on 
OcL 9, 1982 “China’s rule in Tibet is more brutal and inhumane than any 
other communist regime in the world”. 

In October, 1987, rioting broke out in the Tibetan capital of Lhasa, 
underscoring the deep dissatisfaction many Tibetans feel about current 
conditions in their homeland. Montréal is home to a small community of 
Tibetans who arc deeply concerned about the situation in Tibet. Following 
the outbreak of violence last year, the Canada-Tibet Committee was 
formed. Its main purpose is to work in Canada on behalf of Tibetans who 
arc unable under Chinese rule to speak freely about their aspirations. The 
CTC hopes, with the help of the Canadian public, to persuade the Canadian 
government to endorse the five point peace plan issued last year by the 
Dalai Lama, Tibet’s exiled spiritual and temporal leader. The plan calls for 
respect of human rights; the release of all prisoners of conscience in Tibet; 
a halt to the Chinese population transfer policy which has made Tibetans 
a minority in their own land; an end to the destruction of Tibet’s environ- 
ment; and for negotiations in earnest between China and Tibet’s govern- 
ment in-exile over the future status of Tibet. 

On Saturday November 26, the CTC and the Tibetan Cultural Associa- 
tion will sponsor “An Evening in Tibet”, in order to introduce the public 
to the Tibetan community of Montréal, and to inform Canadians about 
current conditions in Tibet The evening will feature traditional Tibetan 
song and dance, fashion, Bhuddist an, Tibetan snacks, literature, and 
photographs. There will also be a bazaar of Tibetan crafts. The evening 
will take place at St Matthew's Church, 4940 MacDonald Ave. in 
Hampstead, from 19h30 to 22h30. For more information, call 487-0665.

tion for not living up to its commitments 
on more alTordablc public transit MCM 
policy has shifted form its original free 
public transit position to its current one 
which says fee increases should be in line 
with cost of living increases. 

Perreault justified the MCM’s position 
at the American Public Transit Association 
conference, which Montréal hosted last 
month. 

“The MCM has revised its original 
platform before the 1986 election. Free 
public transit is not in our program any- 
more.” 

At least the MCM lived up to its com- 
miunent to no fare increases during their 
first year in office, he added. 

Giguere and Perreault do agree on one 
point— the province should kick in more 
money for public transiL 

The MUCTC wants the Québec 
transport ministry to increase its contribu- 
tion by the four to five per cent annual 
inflation rate — the same increase in users' 
fares. However, provincial funding for the 
MUCTC is expected to decrease by 1.6 per 
cent 

Giguere suggests another way the 
MUCTC could come up with the extra 
revenue needed to subsidize lower fares 
for all students. Schools, businesses and 
industries which benefit economically by 
being close to Metro stations should also 
contribute to the MUCTC’s budget. MCM 
Councillor Abe Limonchik and the users’ 
lobby group Transport 2000 have made 
similar proposals, but the city has so far 
taken no action on a public transit tax for 
businesses. 

Madsen said the special business tax 
“sounds good but brings up a lot of 
uifficultics.” Métro dépanneurs, for ex- 
"Ttple, might not be able to afford the lax.

As well, the release says maintenance 
efficiency has increased because the 
number of workers per 10,000 square 
metres has decreased to 12 from 13 over 
the same period.

So far, the MUCTC has given no sign 
of changing its position. 

“At first glance, it’s difficult to forsee a 
freeze or reduction for student fares during 
a period of financial difficulties,” said 
Jcan-Luc Moisan, a press attaché to 
MUCTC chairperson Robert Perreault. 

The transit corporation has projected a 
$33.5 million deficit for next year’s budget 
and has warned that figure could reach $93 
million by 1993 if a funding solution isn’t 
found. 

Just to maintain present services, the 
MUCTC will have to increase spending by 
about five per cent, or by 10 per cent if it 
starts major repairs on its aging fleet of 
vehicles. 

Because of rising costs, Moisan said the

A s part of its recent “expansion of 
services,” the Montreal Urban 
Community Transit Corporation 
(MUCTC) has been promoting a new mag- 
netically striped pass which the user glides 
through specially equipped turnstiles. 

What the MUCTC hasn’t been promoting 
is the new pass’s price — $32.60 starting 
January 1989. 

Many students argue the current $29.75 
monthly fare is already too high. Only 
those under 18 are eligible for the reduced 
fare of $1 1.50. Some are willing to fight 
the MUCTC on this issue, but they may 
find they have a long hard fight on their 
hands. 

McGill Student Society (SSMU) Presi- 
dent Nancy Coté and Concordia University 
Students Association (CUSA) co-President

Turner speak

The Canadian election having 
become a referendum, I feel we 
should examine some of the facts

He used 
this position with some lies and 
misinformation to create unsub- 
stantiated but strong anti-Free 
Trade sentiment and hence anti-PC 
opinion. (Repeated Liberal lies of 
Free Trade threats to social pro- 
grams (themselves of questionable 
value) had to be dispelled by such 
people as Justice E. Hall, largely 
responsible for Canadian medicare, 
who correctly assured Canadians 
that Free Trade has nothing to do 
with medicare. Identically there is 
no connection between other social 
programs and Free Trade.) This 
was manifested in last week’s voter 
poll giving the Liberal Party great-

Yet the total lack of basis of 
Turner’s claims was strongly evi- 
denced by the subsequent 65 point 
fall of the Canadian dollar price and 
75 point drop in the TSE average. 
What we witnessed was a reaction 
to the success of a dishonest and 
false campaign. 

If John Turner had less pride he 
would have resigned years ago 
when his own party members first 
wanted him to, instead of later 
wrongly creating a referendum out 
of the near election. Those who 
truly respect Canadian well-being 
will see through this undignified 
ploy and judge John Turner on the 
facts of his leadership, not the lies.

ployees are paid through student 
money. 

The amendments proposed that 
a Staff Review Committee be set up 
“to review all complaints received 
by the Executive Director concern- 
ing Society staff.” The Review 
Committee would consist of four 
student councillors, the SSMU 
President, and the Executive Direc- 
ts' as chairperson. 

At present, no such committee 
exists and all complaints are re- 
viewed solely by the Executive 
Director, who is himself a paid em- 
ployee. 

The amendments also propose 
that the Executive Director not at- 
tend Executive Committee policy 
meetings, except at the request of 
the President Currently, die Ex- 
ecutive Director acts as Secretary in 
all Executive Committee meetings. 
These meetings are also closed to 
the suidcnt body. 

Cameron said this particular 
amendment aims to channel power 
back into sUident hands. “There’s 
often a sort of blurring of staff and 
student roles. I think political deci- 



sions should be left up to students,” 
he said. 

But Coté disagreed with 
Cameron. “All decisions are made 
by students- without interference 
by the full-time staff,” she said. 

Coté said the permanent staff 
provided “continuity” for student 
representatives who arc elected on 
a yearly basis. “I can Icam of events 
that happened several years ago 
from these people,” she said, add- 
ing, “We do consult them on finan- 
cial matters sometimes— but all 
decisions arc left to sUidcnts.” 

Coté said a Staff Review Com- 
mittee like the one outlined in 
Cameron’s amendments may vio- 
late the letter of agreement SSMU 
has with the University. According 
to this agreement, SSMU full-time 
permanent staff “are appointed on 
University appointment forms and 
are entitled to the rights and privi- 
leges of University employees.” 

‘T don’t know that SSMU em- 
ployees can be subject to student 
review under such an agreement,” 
she said. Coté said the legalities of 
the propt^ must be looked into 
before being passed by Council 



Another amendment would en- 
able students to initiate changes to 
the SSMU’s Constitution and By- 
Laws. A Student Initiated Referen- 
dum does not require Council en- 
dorsement and can go directly to the 
polls if the referendum question is 
supported, on paper, by a minimum 
of 5(X) student signaUues. ' 

At (Hesent, such changes can only 
be made through Council Initiated 
Referenda, which require formal 
approval by two-thirds of Council 
before being presented to the sui- 
dent body. 

According to Cameron, “this is 
the only really democratic way of 
bringing about change in a univer- 
sity where the average voter turnout 
is only 10 U)15 per cent” 

In a in'evious interview with the 
Daily, Coté stated her main objec- 
tion to this proposed change. “We 
have to be careful in defining what 
a constitution is, and that substan- 
tial changes arc not subject to pass- 
ing fancy,” she said. 

“However, it will be up to the 
Council to decide whether the 
amendments arc rcasonablc,”shc 
added.

checks and balances, as essential as 
all other checks and balances. It’s 
the reason we have a democracy. 

“We don’t have a popular de- 
mocracy, we have a liberal democ- 
racy which puts a limit to popular 
power, through such institutions as 
the Supreme Court, it recognizes 
that the majority is just as likely to 
do harm as a minority. 

“In the present situation, the only 
check on government power is the 
Supreme court, or the provinces.” 
Grey compared expressions of pro- 
test from such legitimate instiui- 
tions as provincial governments 
with acts of civil disobedience per- 
petrated by oiganizcd groups, say- 
ing they all serve the same purpose. 

“Brian Mulroney won the free 
trade referendum with 42 per cent 
of the popular vote, but h^itoba 
said today they would oppose 
Meech Lake, so what’s happening 
now is he’s getting Free Trade at the 
expense of Meech Lake. 

“The Conservatives won 63 out 
of 75 seals in Quebec, but look 
outside of Québec, and you’ll see 
they won 1 1 1 to 107 seats in the rest 
of Canada. 

‘Today, the only way a govern- 
ment can stay in power in Canada is 
by pleasing Québec. The Liberals 
lost Québec, so they lost the coun- 
try.” 

G rey believes French Que- 
bec voted Conservative 
because they were “brain- 
washed” by a media controlled by 
big business, whereas the rest of 
Canada could listen to the objective 



coverage of the CBC. 

Grey said the CBC can preserve 
the objective coverage of the me- 
dia, bcirause it docs not depend on 
advertising from big business. “The 
publ ic broadcast! ng system is a great 
system," he said. 

“Pariscau, Bourassa, and even 
the left wing intellectuals were all 
for free trade, and so were all the 
french newspapers, and the Dench 
CBC. The only people in Québec 
who were against it were the trade 
unions, and no one listens to them 
anyway. 

“Free trade was not nearly so 
popular in the rest of Canada, be- 
cause there were objective voices.... 
The Gazette was liberal until the 
publisher intervened. Not all media 
was united.” 

To Grey, it is the plurality of 
opinion that can be expressed in a 
democracy, be it through politics, 
legislation, media, big business, 
unions, or individual disobedience, 
that grants democracy its legitimacy. 
All these forces serve as checks and 
balances to state law. 

“Civil disobedience is a legiti- 
mate and nccccssary pan of the 
legal system,” says Grey. “The 
powerful have expensive lawyers 
who think of clever ways to ma- 
nipulate positive laws in some way. 
The natural law protects the weak. 
It is a moral law against which all 
positive laws must be judged. 

“It is a fundamental human right 
not to obey a law, a basic right to 
dissent from society on any particu- 
lar issue, to say Tm sorry, the 
majority cannot^ctatethatforme.”’

Divestment demo stops Shell recruitment 



VICTORIA (CUP) — About a 
dozen picketers protesting a Shell 
recruitment drive at the University 
of Victoria claimed a moral victory 
when the company moved its inter- 
views off campus at the last mo- 
ment 

Said Shell official Peggy Flan- 
nagan, “We were concerned about 
the comfort of the people we were 
going to talk to. The (Canada em- 
ployment) offices arc very 
cramped.” 

The demonstrators gathered in 
front of the offices of the Canada 
Employment Centre (CEQ Novem- 
ber IS to protest Shell Canada's 
parent company. Royal Dutch/ 
Shell’s activities in South Africa. 

But before the rally even began, 
organizers were met by CEC em- 
ployees and told that Shell had ar- 
ranged to meet elsewhere. 

Flannagan said there was no 
connection between the planned 
demonstration and the move. 

But CEC manager Inno Vatter 
thinks otherwise. He said Shell has 
always interviewed students on 
campus in the pasL “As far as I 
know. Shell changed its mind be- 
cause of the protests.” 

Royal Dutch Shell, which owns 
79 per cent of Shell Canada, sup- 
plies fuel to the South African mili- 
tary and police. The company co- 
operates with the white minority- 
rule government by agreeing to 
abide by laws which allow South 



Africa to take over Shell’s opera- 
tions in the event of a national 
emergency, according to anti-apart- 
heid activists. 

The legislation also forbids Shell 
from disclosing how much petro- 
leum it supplies to South Africa and 
for what purposes. 

Shell further obtained the right 
to export coal from South Africa by 
promising to maintain oil supplies, 
according to a 1979 statement by 
the Minister of Economic Affairs. 

Royal Dutch/Shell has invest- 
ments of $500 million iii South 
Africa, including thccountry ’s larg- 
est oil refinery and more than 800 
gas stations. Shell controls the off- 
shore station through which mostof 
South Africa’s imported oil is de- 
livered and jointly owns an oil pipe- 
line with the government The 
Congress of South Afriean Trade 
Unions called for a boycott of 
companies operating in their coun- 
try in 1985. 

“International pressure... includ- 
ing divesunent or the threat of di- 
vestment is an essential and effec- 
tive form of pressure on the South 
African regime and we support it” 
reads a COSATU statement 

Both the Canadian government 
and the United Nations have called 
for an embargo of South Africa by 
oil producers. 

Protestors remained outside the 
CEC office for several hours, hoist- 
ing signs reading “Shell fuels Apart- 



heid,” “Shell divest from Apart- 
hatc,” and “Get off our campus.” 
CEC manager Vatter 
downplayed the incident “I can’t 
decide forstudents who they should 
or shouldn’t work for. What I do 
know is that in the ’60s, students 
fought hard to remove the parental 
role of the university. I feel that 
most of them would object to our 
starting it again.” 

Organizer Terry Padgham of the 
Southern Africa Action Coalition 
said “it’s very significant that (Shell) 



didn’t show up. I guess as people 
they don’t feel comfortable talking 
about apartheid. That tells me 
they’re acknowledging guilL” 

But Flannagan, speaking from 
company headquarters in Calgary, 
said that isn’t so. 

“We’ve got a whole public rela- 
tions department to talk about our 
business activities and we’re not 
ashamed of our dealings anywhere. 
The fact is that Shell Canada is an 
independent subsidiary of Royal 
Dutch operating in Canada alone. 



We have nothing whatsoever to 
do with South Africa.” 

The company was looking for 
computer science graduates, and 
met with at least eight suidcnts. 

Protest organizer Bob Arbus said 
UVic probably has an ongoing rela- 
tionship with Shell Canada, “hiring 
co-op students or buying oil and 
gas.” 

UVic accounting employee 
Diane Rcstall confirmed Shell sup- 
plies the university with oil and gas. 



Frats fight for life

VICTORIA (CUP)— Last year, 
the Phi Delta fraternity established 
a chapter at the University of Victo- 
ria, this year they arc demanding 
recognition as an Alma Mater Soci- 
ety (AMS) ‘social group’. The AMS 
Board of Directors has refused. 

Lise-LotteLoomcr, VPScrvices, 
said the AMS does not recognize or 
provide funding for clubs which are 
elitist, discriminatory in member- 
ship, or charge membership fees. 

“Since AMS funding is provided 
by all the students of UVic, we 
cannot support a club that will ex- 
clude certain members,” she said. 

The President of the Beta chap- 
ter of Phi Delta Theta, Iain Taylor, 
believes the frat is no more dis- 



criminatory than any other club 
recognized by the AMS. 

“Phi Delta Thcbt is not an elitist 
group,” he said. No applicant has 
been turned away from joining Phi 
Delta Theta. Headded that, “acorn- 
plimentary sorority is being formed 
by interested women.” 

Taylor cited guilt by association 
as the reason behind the bad reputa- 
tion of some fraternities, adding 
that few people know about the 
extensive regulations the fraternity 
has prohibiting hazing or alcohol 
abuse. 

Taylor said Phi Delta Theta 
wishes to adhere to its own estab- 
lished guidelines and not those of 
the AMS. As students contributing 
AMS fees, fraternity members 



would like to be recognized in the 
AMS handbook as a social group 
available to students, but not seek- 
ing AMS funding. 

T.O.G.A., the Organization of 
Greek affiliates, set up a table Sep- 
tember 14 outsideauniversity build- 
ing without AMS approval. James 
Miller, vice president of Phi Delta 
Theta Fraternity ’s Beta Chapter and 
other fraternity members said the 
table was set up to provide informa- 
tion for those interested in joining 
the fraternity. 

“The table didn’t get removed 
because they weren’t causing any 
harm and no one had the time to re- 
move them,” said Loomer. “Their 
having a tabic docs not mean we 
approve of them in any way.”
